Beezy Garrity’s Murder at Last

The Condemmed Mam Awnkes Early sad

An the first raye of the rising sun lighted up
the cold gray walls of the Tombs this morn.-
ing, Dan Driscoll, the Whyo chief, was led
to the gallows to pay the extreme penalty of
the law for the murder of Beesio Garrity. A
moment later Tee Evevmna Womrn's extra,
by an instantancous signnl sent from the
prison as the weight fell, gave the publio the
first information that the erime Lad been
avenged. .

Driscoll walked to the rope with aface
ghastly pale. but otherwise did not show that
Lo realized that he stood face to faece with
death, ‘Without an instant’'s delay the hang-
man gave the sienal and the murderer silontly
pussed to a higher tribanal, .

The drop fell at 7.24,

Thoe execution of Driscoll was almost with-
ot t. It-wes the recurrence of tha
solorun seene which the Jaw of this State
Jmyn shall take place when the courts declare
that a lifo shall be forfeited.
